Gentlemen: 


You have asked for an interpretation of 
Section 236 of the Charter, which provides: 


“The board shall have power to lease 
any building or structure in the public 
park for a term not exceeding one 
year, and to let for any term not ex- 
ceeding one year, the right to sell 
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FEBRUARY 13, 1950 


refreshments, provisions or other arti- 
cles within the public parks, upon such 
terms and conditions as it shall pre- 
seribe. Provided, that the board shall 
not grant to any person, persons, firm 
or corporation, exclusive right to sell 
refreshments in any such park. * * *” 


In my opinion the proviso above men- 
tioned is inconsistent as it would appear 
that the right to sell refreshments, pro- 
visions or other articles upon such terms 
and conditions as it shall prescribe carries 
with it the power to grant the exclusive 
right limited, however, to a period of 
one year. 


I am, therefore, of the opinion that 
terms and conditions agreed upon by the 
Board for such period to sell refreshments, 
ete., is permissible without due violation 
of the charter.

RULES AND REGULATIONS COVERING 
STANDS OR CONCESSIONS ON 
BALL FIELDS 


The following terms and conditions are 
provided and required of any person, firm 
or corporation granted the privilege of 
operating a concession on any of the parks 
or recreation fields of the City where build- 
ings are not leased by public bid. 


The Board will take applications for 
such park concessions as they would con- 
sider advisable in serving the public and 
will grant a concession, but not an ex- 
clusive concession, for the sale of refresh- 
ments in such a park or field as regulated 
below and reserves the right to add fur- 
ther concessions when it is deemed advis- 
able in best serving the public or in can- 
celling the concession privilege if in the 
opinion of the Board it would seem advis- 
able, and, without recourse. 


1. The concessionaire shall abide by the 
State Law, the provisions of the City 
Charter and City ordinances. 


2. All concessions must be operated in 
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accordance with the rules and regulations 
of the County Board of Health and a per- 
mit or operator’s license be secured from 
them. : 


8. Charges and Fees. 


Refreshments must be sold at the popular 
price prevailing in the down-town section. 


The concessionaire shall pay 15% .of the 
gross sales at the Park office, City Hall, 
unless otherwise provided in writing. 


A true record of all sales shall be kept 
on a cash register and the tape showing 
such sales must be presented each Tuesday 
at the park office covering the preceding 
ealendar week. 


Settlement shall be made at least once 
a month to coincide with the Michigan 
Sales Tax report and a certified copy of 
the report shall be presented with the pay- 
ment. 


Concessionaire must be licensed or appli- 
cation filed with the Michigan Sales Tax 
Office before operation. 


4. Bond: The concessionaire will provide 
an approved Fidelity Bond in the amount 
of $1,000.00 for each concession granted, 
to insure faithful performance of the duty 
assigned, to protect the city in respect to 
payment of concession fees, to protect and 
indemnify the City for the loss or injury 
of any equipment provided and to insure 
the City against any liability arising from 
the operating of the concession. 


5. General Conditions: 


a. No signs or advertising will be 
allowed in the park except such signs as 
are used in the concession stand and then 
only with the approval of the Superin- 
tendent. 


b. There shall be no soliciting or vend- 
ing except before, after or between games, 
unless otherwise authorized. 


ce. The location of the concession stand 
or stands must be approved by the Board 
or the Superintendent. 


d. In the interest of public safety all 
soft drinks must be sold only in sanitary 
paper cups or containers. 


e. The City assumes no liability for loss, 
theft or damage, in any way, either on or 
off the grounds, for merchandise or equip- 
ment of the concessionaire. 


f. The concessionaire shall provide suit- 
able equipment to serve the public need. 


g. Goods shall be kept neat, clean and 
sanitary. 


h. Service shall be given in a friendly 
manner and the grounds adjacent kept 
clean of litter and in presentable condition 
at all times. 


i. The concessionairs will make a thor- 
ough clean-up of the property including the 
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fields and bleachers and remove such ma- 
terials or waste that have accumulated as 
a result of sales by the concessionaire and 
where more than one concession is oper- 
ated, alternate days shall be assumed or 
assigned to each party. 


j. Concessionaire will handle pay games 
on week ends and normal procedure calls 
for baseball games on a Saturday night 
and softball games at Ranney on Sundays, 
when scheduled. 


k. No charge will be made for electric 
power or light where outlets are now avail- 
able or can be established reasonably. 


Supervision and Revocation: 


Any concession granted under this Code 
may be suspended or revoked or the renewal 
refused for misrepresentation of any ma- 
terial fact in the application for such con- 
cession or for any good cause by the Ceme- 
tery and Park Board acting thru its super- 
intendent. 


“Good cause” shall mean any act, omis- 
sion or the permitting of conditions to 
exist, with respect to the concession in 
question, which is 


a. Contrary to the health, morals, 
safety or welfare of the public. 


b. Unlawful or fraudulent in nature. 
c. A violation of the rules of the 
Board regulating the conduct of con- 
cessions. 


d. Beyond the scope of the conces- 
sion granted. 


e. A fact, circumstance or condition 
which, had it existed or been known 
_to the issuing authority at the time 
the concession was granted, would have 
been sufficient grounds for the refusal 
thereof.
